New Justice Keeps Mum 
and Blinks; Looks Self- 


conscious.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct.. 14. 
A lawyer from Illinois was argu-_ 
ing a pension case before the su- 
preme.court of the United States 
this afternoon. 

Ironically enough, Justice Hugo 
Black, from Alabama, was sitting 
on his first case and it was’ one 
which involved the emoluments 
to be paid teachers in Illinois after 
they had reached the age of 70, 
the retirement age. 


He sat there on the extreme left 
of the bench. He is a small man 
and he looked small, sitting there 
in his black robe with the black 
leather of the chair behind him 
and above his head and back of: 
him the white hangings which are 
between the four marble pillars. 

Blinks, Appears Nervous. 

Now and then he twirled his 
chair a bit. He blinked a little. 
He looked a bit nervous or self- 
conscious. But he said nothing. 

Now and then Justice Stone or 
Justice Brandies asked questions 
of the attorney. But Justice Black 
sat very quietly there in his robes 
and said nothing. Nor did he look 
‘out at the crowd. 

He sat there blinking. Justice 
McReynolds apparently was 
asleep, slumped in his chair. Some 
judges are like that. Few of them 
rarely sleep. If they do no one 
knows. If they don’t they hear 
just as well. . 

View of Washington. 

Here in Washington they say: 

“Black, oh, he’s all right I 
guess. He will be the sort of jus- 
tice Roosevelt wanted him to be.” 

Those who opposed him still 
are bitter, exceedingly so. But al- 


ready Washington in general has/ 


about forgot the shrewd little man 
from Alabama who knew how to 
keep his mouth closed and to say 
nothing at all. He was there 
today, twirling his chair a bit and 
looking quite inconspicuous in it. 

Last January I was here for that 
inaugutal day and stood there in 
the driving rain when Franklin 
D. Roosevelt came forward in that 
rain to take the oath of office. As 
his voice came that day there was 
something about the moment and 
the voice which caused the scalp 
to tingle and the spine to stiffen.

INVITATIONS RENEWED 
TO CIO BY AFL 

DENVER, Oct. 14.—(4)—The 
American Federation’ of Labor 
sent a new peace proposal to the 
CIO today in response to the offer 
John L. Lewis sent here Tues- 
day.

SANFORD QUTLINES 
NEEDS IN MEDICINE: 


Chancellor Dedicates New 
Building at College in 
Augusta. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 14.—(P)— 
A plea for more adequate provi- 
sion for medical education was 
made here today by Chancellor 
S. V. Sanford, of the University 
System of Georgia. 


Speaking at dedicatory exercises 
for a new $100,000 classroom 
building at the University of Geor- 
gia school of medicine, Dr. San- 
ford asserted the public health 
service had not kept pace with 
the growth of industry and knowl- 
edge, and added: 


Private Medicine’s Role. 


Private medicine, Dr. Sanford 
said, “is not working efficiently 
in that it is failing to put medi- 
cal sciences at the service of the 
masses of the people.” 

Medical facilities were not dis- 
tributed primarily aceording to 
needs, but rather according to real 
or supposed ability of patients to 
pay for service, he said. 

“We have a long way to go be- 
fore we meet the urgent medical 
needs of humanity. . . . Medicine 
is conducted as a form of private 
business enterprise and inevitably 
tends to ‘gravitate to those areas 
where’ the largest profits and the 
most conspicuous opportunities for 
personal advancement are found.” 

Care for Needy Persons. 

A plan “must be worked out,” 
he said, whereby persons in need 
can have “such care as necessary 
to maintain the economic status 
and yet the physician be justly 
compensated.” 

Terming sickness an economic 
waste, Dr. Sanford said adequate 
medical attention would reduce 
the cost of supporting jails, a@lms- 
houses, institutions of charity, 
would lower the cost of crime, and 
thus would “more than provide 
for medical schools, nursing and 
public health.” 

Regent George Hains and Dean 
G. Lombard Kelly, head of the 
medical college, also participated 
in the. program,

First Atlanta Girl Gets License 
To Operate Amateur Radio Set 


Virginia James, High School Student, Numbers Air Friends

Virginia James, 17, blazed a 
trail in Atlanta Wednesday when 
she became the first girl in At- 
lanta and one of the few in the 
south to obtain an amateur radio 
license. 

At her home at 81 Anniston 
avenue; yesterday she sat at her 
transmitter and told of her ex- 
citement in getting her license aft- 
er waiting anxiously five weeks to 
hear from Washington. She said: 

“T’ve been on pins and needles 
since I took that test five weeks 
ago at the Postoffice. I knew, of 
eourse, that it had to be sent to 
Washington. But I was beginning 
to be nervous over the outcome 


of it.” 
Stiff Test. 


“It was a pretty stiff test,” she 
said. “I had to pass a code test 
of 13 words a minute for five min- 
utes and a technical exam. But 
that’s just history now. I keep 
pinching myself to see if I’m 
dreaming.” 

The pretty senior at Girls’ High 
school began to develop an avid 
curiosity about a year ago over 
her cousin’s amateur set. The two 
families make their home together 
and her cousin, Gus Barron, also 
17, has had his license about 18

To Have Cards. 

She is now busy making plans 
to have her cards printed. As a 
background she wants to have a 
picture of Stone Mountain.

“Rhapsodie in G Minor” and 
Chopin’s “Etude in B Minor,” in 
which he again exhibited a bril- 
liant and colorful pianism. His 
encore was Chopin’s “Waltz in E.” 

In the final group Miss Ponselle 
sang “My Lovely Celia,” Higgins; 
“Eros,” Grieg; “Fairy Pipers,” 
Brewer; “The Soldier’s Bride,” 
Rachmaninoff, and “Into the 
Light,” by La Forge, for which 
she was given a tremendous ova- 
tion, and was forced to take cur- 
tain call after curtain call, and 
gave as encores, “Carry Me Back 
to Ole Virginny,” “Habernera,” 
from “Carmen,” and finally as a 
sort of surprise climax, sat at the 
piano and played her own ac- 
companiment for an Italian street 
song, “You Tell It to Him.” And 
she is quite a pianist!

COTTON PRICE ADJUSTMENT 

The detailed explanation by the United 
States Department of Agriculture of how the 
price adjustment payments on the 1937 cotton 
crop are to be decided reveals one basic fact. 
That is, there is $130,000,000 to be divided 
among cotton producers of the nation as a 
subsidy to make up, in part, for their losses 
because of the huge crop which has resulted 
from exceptionally favorable weather condi- 
tions and the resultant prices below the cost 
of production. 

This amount is but a drop in the bucket to 

the year’s total losses of the cotton farmers, 
but it is better than nothing. 
‘The details under which these price adjust- 
ment payments are to be made are compli- 
cated, involving factors such as base produc- 
tion, market prices at time of sale, previous 
government loans and co-operation with what- 
ever control program is worked out for 1938. 

It is plain that, despite the best of inten- 
tions, it will be impossible for the Department 
of Agriculture to allot these payments without 
working injustice on some cotton-producing 
states, or areas, at the expense of othérs. The 
crux of the difficulty seems to lie in the ulti- 
mate interpretation'of the phrase “base pro- 
duction.” Apparently, that is to be decided 


“upon the average production of the individual 


farmer over a certain period of years, that 
period to be decided by the department. 

Thus the area which has increased its aver- 
age production since that yet to be determined 
period will not receive payments in such high 
ratio as the area which has decreased its acre- 
age and production rate. Such an arrangement 
will, inevitably, result in dissatisfaction in one 
group or another. 

. The situation accentuates the need for de- 
termined group action by representatives from 
the cotton states when congress convenes. There 
must be congressional action to clarify the sit- 
uation. Only by full co-operation among sena- 
tors and representatives from the south can 
such action be secured. 

As the situation exists today there is com- 
plete bewilderment among cotton farmers as to 
what payments they are to receive. The only 
clear fact is that the total to be distributed 
is $130,000,000. Injustice and dissatisfaction 
are inevitable. 

Congress should work out an equitable basis 
for the payment of these price adjustments as 
promptly after its convening in special session 
on November 15 as possible. If it does so the 
cotton farmer will be relieved of his present 
uncertainty, will be able to plan his future 
operations upon intelligent foundation and will 
know exactly what the final returns on his 
1937 crop will be. 

Without an early clarification of the situa- 
tion, the individual farmer might as well elim- 
inate all price adjustment payments from his 
calculations and regard that money, when and 
if it comes, simply as lagniappe. 


ABANDONED TO DEATH 


Each year in Georgia approximately 4,500 
persons die without medical attention, accord- 
ing to Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of the 
State Department of Public Health. These 
deaths are exclusive of those caused by external 
means, such as violence, accident, etc. They 
are those listed in common parlance as deaths 
from “natural causes.” 

Dr. Abercrombie, in explaining this sad pre- 
dicament of so many Georgians, points to the 
fact that in 45 counties of the state there are 
less than four doctors to the county. In these 
counties, he said, each physician has an aver- 
age of 113 square miles for his exclusive prac- 
tice and, to each doctor, there are 2,538 persons. 


Nothing which has been revealed about 


- health conditions in Georgia in recent years 


"so forcefully illustrates the vital need for each 
county in the state to join with, and take ad- 
vantage of, the state health program. Through 
co-operation with the state health department 
each county can secure health programs and 
assistance in the constant war against disease. 

How many Georgians who now die might be 
saved for many years, to bring new joy to their 
families and to give new service to the state, 
can never be known. But the very fact that 
so many have ended life without medical care, 
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MEAT IS GETTING EXCLUSIVE 
As the consumers’ prices for meats soar, 
there is heard a spreading demand for gov- 


ernmental investigation into the causes of the 
rising costs. Kosher butchers in New York. 


staged a new kind of strike when they shut 
their shops and refrained from’ business in 
temporary protest, and every housewife in the 
land, seeking to keep within bounds of her 
budget, is seeking cheapest cuts or banning 
meat from the family diet. | 

Experts in nutrition: suggest other foods, 
such as cheese or nuts and dairy products, 
which, they affirm, contain the same food 
values per pound as steak or beef roast. 

But however delightful a wedge of Cheddar 
may be, who is satisfied with cheese when his 
taste demands a sizzling steak and French 
fried? Who will eat with proper gusto the fin- 
est of fresh eggs when they are divorced from 
their ancient mate, ham? And who can slice 
breakfast bacon any thinner than it is today? 

Back of the mounting costs of meat is the 
inflexible law of supply and demand. Curtail- 
ment of the cattle and pig crop and several 
years of drouth in the dust bowl of the mid- 
west have worked their toll upon the supply of 
meat upon the hoof. Now that shortage is be- 
ing reflected in the meat upon the butcher- 
shop counter and the family dinner table. 

No blame can attach to the producers, proc- 
essors and handlers of meats. The cause of 
the advancing price is deeper than the middle- 
man, or even the producer himself. It is chiefly 
rooted in basic supply, in feeds for the cattle 
and hogs and in the numbers of livestock them- 
selves. 

The prices won’t come down again, to stay 
down, because of any temporary measures. They 
will only be readjusted when the shortage is 
recovered and when the supply assumes its 
old-time ratio of balance to the demand. 


ILLEGAL VOTES 

More than half the votes cast in a modern 
American election, be it local, state or national, 
are illegal, if the findings of Thomas Sugrue, in- 
vestigator, are correct. Sugrue was sent by the 
American Magazine on a nation-wide survey 
of the gambling situation in the United States. 
His findings are now made public in the October 
issue of that magazine. | 

A vote cast by one with illegal financial in- 
terest in the outcome of the election is itself 
illegal. Sugrue asserts that more people bet on 
elections than do not, thus making more than 
half the votes cast not in accordance with 
franchise law. 

The total of all the bets made by the Amer- 


' Iean people this year is estimated at $10,000,- 


000,000. There has been a marked increase in 
gambling, he says, in recent months and this 
tendency is interpreted as the evidence of re- 
curring hope of the individual to emerge from 
that insecurity which is the lot of the majority 
of people today. 

People, says Sugrue, are gambling every- 
where, In the casinos, on the gambling ships, 
at the race tracks, on the golf courses, in the 
baseball bleachers, in the pool rooms, at the 
cigar stores, in the homes. They bet on any- 
thing. 

In some large industrial plants he found 
weekly pools for the pay check which bears, in 
its serial number, the highest poker hand. 

The numbers game, lotteries and slot ma- 
chines are estimated to take $1,000,000,000 from 
the poor, the unfortunate and the unemployed. 
The “middle classes” are said to contribute 
$4,000,000,000 annually .to sweepstakes, race 
tracks, baseball and football pools, dog races, 
bingo games and the usual lures of the 
gambling rooms. 

All of which, if the Sugrue findings are true, 
reiterates the ancient mottoes that “Hope 
springs eternal in the human breast” and “a 
fool and his money are soon parted.”

THREE FAMOUS WOMEN 
(From the Montgomery Advertiser.) . 

Many, many miles from here, in countries as 
peaceful, as civilized and as glamorous as any in 
the world, are three women as attractive and as 
charming as are the countries in which they find 
temporary residence. This famous trio are doing 
work which for their sex is pioneering, yet they 
command the respect and admiration not only of 
the people with whom they live but of the gov- 
ernments to which they are accredited. 

We speak, of course, of the three women min- 

in Scandinavia, Mrs, J. Borden Hatriman, 
the American minister to Norway; Senora de 
Palencia, the Spanish minister to Sweden, and 
Madame Kollantai, the Russian minister to 
Sweden. 

Madame Kollantai has perhaps the most dif- 
ficult role. Her ability, however, to smoothe ruf- 
fled feelings and to win the confidence of the 
skeptical has made her invaluable to her govern- 
ment and a welcome-person in Sweden. 

Of Senora de Palencia much is already known 
in America, for she lectured here a few years ago 
on the Spanish republic. She is not a large per- 
son, or even a particularly strong person, but to 
listen to her tell about the bravery of her people, 
of their confidence of victory and of their strength 
in the face of almest overwhelming obstacles is to 
know a very great personality. 

The latest person to join the rank of Madame 
Ministers is a woman who has long been active 
in the social and political life of the United States. 
Few persons can claim more friendships with the 
great of all countries than can Mrs, Harriman.

The 
whole technique of political or- 
ganization of the Communists and 
a huge amount of its emotional 
and ideological content are adopt- 
ed by the Fascists who are pre- 
sumably in a crusade against it; 
whereupon the Communists turn 
about and become the false-faced 
champions of liberal democracy, 
which they actually despise. 


The idea that the character and 
quality of a good society has any- 
thing whatever to do with the 
eharacter and quality of the peo- 
ple who compose it, seems to have 
been abandoned. Capital has been 
on top and labor underneath, and 
we are to reform society by turn- 
ing the pyramid upside down. 
Meanwhile labor is positively en- 
couraged to accept the worst idea 
of monopoly capitalism, namely, 
that success consists in getting the 
largest possible amount of profit 
for the. smallest possible effort.

The capacity for personal ha- 
treds was never greater.

When he made the ex- 
pose, they denounced him as a 
traitor to his people. But he in- 
sisted that a revolution founded 
on a lie would come to no good 
end. Masaryk was either just an 
old-fashioned Liberal or he was— 
like Professor Einstein—a man 
about a generation in advance of 
the rest of civilization. For he hon- 
estly believed that there must be 
a synthesis between social change 
and public and private morality; 
that there is no justice, except 
where the love of justice, and sen- 
sibility to justice reign; that there 
is no public welfare without pri- 
vate goodness; and that man is not 
only an economic, but an ethical

Herr Himmler’s order is the 
state’s reply to the pulpit mani- 
festo of September 5 last, which 
demanded freedom for the church 
to teach and train her future min- 
isters. 
He declares that the Confession- 
als’ procedure, which contravenes 
one of the orders of the church 
ministry, is likely “to. endanger 
the prestige and welfare of the 
state.” It is understood that Herr 
Himmler has also forbidden pas- 
tors to offer prayers during divine 
service for brethren who | have 
been arrested.

Now that it is no longer for- 
bidden to use the word syphilis in 
public print—for which defeat of 
false prudery heaven be thanked 
—it is possible to intelligently ap- 
proach the task of eradicating 
this, one of the chief foes to hu- 
man health and life. 

The essential first step toward 
conquering any evil thing is to 
know, fully, how widespread the 
plague is. 

An Atlanta doctor, well versed 
in that branch of medicine, once 
estimated that syphilis was pres- 
ent in at least one out of every 
seven living Americans. Others 
have said his estimate was too low. 

A few days ago a number of 
rather prominent women were 
talking of this disease in relation 
to the servants who worked in 
their homes. In the smallish city 
where they lived there had been a 
recent drive to induce all the ne- 
gro house servants to undergo the 
Wassermann test. 

One woman referred to a friend 
of hers who had discovered that a 
highly valued maid was infected 
with the disease. Another woman 
present said she had: found her 
own maid had it. Two others 
chimed in with similar reports 
about their own trusted house 
servants. 

“I understand,” commented one, 
“that half the servants in town 
who were tested reacted positive- 
ly. What are we to do?” 


That Is 
The Question. 

“What are we to do?” That is, 
in fact, a very urgent question. 

It used to be that syphilis was 
always associated, in the public 
mind, with sex immorality. Noth- 
ing could be further from the 
truth. The disease may be con- 
tracted in any one of a hundred 
ways. ‘There are more innocent 
‘victims than guilty. Is that sur- 
prising when it is revealed how 
widespread the infection is among 
the people who come into our best 
homes? 

The bright side of the picture 
lies in the fact that there is a 
known and sure cure for syphilis, 
if the infection is discovered in 
time. It is, frequently, a long treat- 
ment requiring persistence and 
patience. But the cure is depend- 
able. Not like cancer which still 
is, despite radium treatments, 
largely a mystery. 

Syphilis may be found either in 
the blood stream or in the nervous 
system. When it is in the blood it

When,the rust attacks there 
is no serious harm done until it 
has progressed far enough to 
weaken and, eventually to break 
the machine rods. If discovered 
before it has reached this stage it 
may be cleaned from the rods and 
the machine left practically as 
good as new. But if it goes far 
enough to eat right through the 
rod, it is but a broken machine. 

It is from this condition that 
many diseases of the brain arise. 
Locomotor ataxia is but a result 
of advanced syphilis and an un- 
known, but large, proportion of 
deaths ascribed to heart failure 
are the result of infection of the 
heart itself with the syphilis strep- 
tococci, with the resultant gradual 
hardening of the vital organ.  .

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AMAKER ASKS JURY 
70 DO ‘WILL OF GOD 


World War Veteran Takes 
Stand, Denies Guilt in 
Slaying of Wife. 


A dramatic appeal to the jury 
to follow the biddings of their 
conscience was made yesterday by 
Leonard W. Amaker, 40-year-old 
World War veteran on trial for 
the murder of his wife, Lillian 
Amaker, as he went on the stand 
to make his statement in Fulton 
superior court. 

“Tet your conscience be your 
guide, and do the will of.God,” the 
one-legged veteran urged the jury. 
“If you turn me loose—okay; if 


you send me to the electric chair— 
okay,” he said. “But these words 
are coming from some spirit with- 
in me and I am innocent of any 
wrong.” 

Quarreling All Day. 

Amaker’s testimony followed 
that of state’s witnesses, who tes- 
tified he had been quarreling all 
day with his wife the day the 
shooting occurred. 

Dr. W. H. Malone, neuro-psy- 
chiatrist at Veterans’ Hospital 48, 
was put on the stand by the de- 
fense to cite Amaker’s hospital 
record. It was brought out that 
he had been in the hospital on six 
different occasions for a total of 
618 days, Auring which time he 
was often placed in the mental 
ward listed as “dangerous.” At 
times he suffered delusions of per- 
secution, believing someone was 
trying to kill him, the doctor tes- 
tified. 

Amaker was released from the 
hospital February 20, 1937, after 
the last treatment. The shooting 
in the kitchen of their Parkway 
drive apartment occurred May 25. 

Witness Testifies. 

Louis Effel, only “eye-witness” 
to the shooting, said that he was 
in the kitchen of the Amaker 
apartment with the two. As he 
stood with his back to the war 
veteran he heard Mrs. Amaker 
scream. He turned just as the gun 
fired, he said, and saw Amaker 
standing with the smoking gun in 
his hands. He said that Amaker 
had been drinking and arguing 
with his wife all day. 

From the stand;.Amaker said 
the gun went off as he got up out 
of a chair in the kitchen and trip- 
ped. In a long statement in which 
he aSked permission to read quo- 
tations from the Bible to the jury 
he asked that the jury send him 
to Augusta, that he “wanted to get 
well.” 

After the state’ had established 
the bullet wound of Mrs. Amaker 
as the cause of her death in a 
hospital later, the defense obtain- 
ed the admission from Dr. W. B. 
Matthews that pneumonia which 
set in could have been the cause 
of the death without the bullet 
wound. :

Administrative Authority 
Given Spiritual Leader .

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 14.— 
(P)—The Protestant Episcopal 
church made the presiding bishop

Dr. Owensby, visiting professor 
of nervous and mental diseases of

of mental disorders where, here- 
tofore, it had been in the realm of 
metaphysics.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(P)— 
Many examples of government 
housing, including several proj- 
ects in Georgia, may be inspected 
by the Duke of Windsor if his 
housing study takes him to the

Georgia has two projects, both 
in Atlanta, Techwood Homes, the 
first in the country to be com- 
pleted, occupies .. °4-acre site, and 
consists of three-story apart- 
ments, three-story dormitory and 
two-story row houses. It has 2,- 
124 rooms and 604 living units, 
74 individual dormitory rooms and 
40 three-room dormitory suites.

$7.33. 

University Homes project is 
built on an 18-acre site, and is 
composéd of 675 living units with 
2,343 rooms in two and -three- 
story row houses and two and 
three-story flats. The cost allot- 
ment was $2,592,000, and the 
average room rental, including 
service, is $6.87. 

In Georgia, Piedmont home- 
steads of Jasper county has been 
completed, and four other projects 
are under construction. They are 
Irwinville, in Irwin county; Wolf 
Creek, in Grady county; Briar 
Patch Farms, in Putnam county, 
and the Georgia farm tenant se- 
curity project in about 25 counties.

“A broad and active securities 
market is of first importance to 
investors, to business corporations, 
to the United States Treasury, and 
other public bodies, both as bor- 
rowers and as tax gatherers, and 
to the commercial banks as lend- 
ers, investors and trustees. 

“The recent drastic decline in 
stocks, on a very moderate volume 
of selling, reveals an impairment 
of the efficiency of the stock mar- 
ket that calls for prompt correc- 


tion. 

“This impairment is to be ex- 
plained as the cumulative effect 
of a variety of recent governmen- 
tal policies, many of which can 
and should be modifiedd without: 
abandoning the underlying policy 
of eliminating abuses from the se- 
curities market.” 

FEDERAL RESERVE OFFICIALS 
STUDY MARGIN POLICY 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—(P)— 
Officials of the Federal Reserve 
Board reported tonight that they 
are making a careful study of a 
key policy affecting the stock 
market—margin requirements. 

The federal reserve offiicals 
emphasized, however, that no de- 
cisions regarding possible changes 
in the requirements have been 
reached, or are likely to be reach- 
ed in the immediately future.

the famous toile de Jouy types 
were widely used. Brass headed 
tacks frequently finished the _up- 
holstered edges. Ladder ck 
chairs had wavy lines instead of 
straight. Curves and scrolls were 
the impbrtant themes in line and 
ornament, The open shelf cup- 
boards were favorites because 
their shelves could hold colorful 
provincial pottery

_By poor nutrition we do not 
mean deprivation of food. Chil- 
dren of the well-to-do are as like- 
ly to suffer from poor nutrition, 
malnutrition, nutritional deficien- 
cy, as are children of the poor. 
Good nutrition is a matter of intel- 
ligence rather than a matter of 
money. 


Rapid growth was formerly sug- 


gested as a reason for muscular in- 

sufficiency in children in ‘their 
‘teens. That conception is now 
passe. It does not hurt to grow— 
“growing pains” are never due to 
growth. . Neithe. does it impair 
strength to grow. But the boy or 
girl who is growing faster than 
the average is more likely to suf+ 
fer from fatigue or strain in at- 
tempting to compete with older 
boys and <irls of his or her own 
size, that’s all. 


Antediluvian school teachers 
sometimes strive to enforce a pris- 
on-like discipline in school, re- 
quiring children to sit rigidly erect 
for hours every day. Try stand- 
ing at attention for 10 minutes 
some time and you will get an idea 
how this quaint pedagogic prac- 
tice promotes spinal curvature. 

The sophisticated, rouged and 
marcelled moron population in the 
high schools and grammar schools 
no longer indulges in wholesome 
outdoor play, and these pampered, 
precocious, malnourished youths 
manage to gain the help of their 
foolish parents and sometimes even 
their, family physicians in evading 
physical training at school. Many 
a badly tucated mother connives 
at her daughter dodging whole- 
some gym classes on the pretext 
that the child is too frail or has 
some so-called weakness. 


Carrying a load of books or 
other burden under one arm or on

food and costs and balanced menus 
than we could gather for our- 
selves if we bought a dozen cook- 
books. 

Fot the sake of the good ‘health 
of the little folks, as well as your 
own satisfaction, write frequently 
to the Bureau of Child Health and 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, asking for their latest 
books and pamphlets covering any 
food topic you have in mind. You 
can build up a wonderful cooking 
file in this way, and be sure that 
the information gathered is cor- 
rect. 

We decided to be very careful 
about the health-point of balanc- 
ing alkaline and acid foods. To do 
it we must have the two tables— 
not tucked away in the recipe files 
or in a closed cookbook—but past- 
ed up somewhere in the kitchen 
where we can see them daily, as 
we order food and make up menus. 
Here is Uncle Sam’s list. Cut it 
out and put it up where you'll not 
forget to consult it.

If the home canning and pre- 
servings of fruits and vegetables 
suffer because almost every known 
product is now so successfully “‘put 
up” commercially and sold at such

We just do not seem to want to 
bake any more, since modern bake 
shops and even grocery stores 
tempt with the better pies, 
cakes, cookies and assorted breads 
that have resulted from improved 
methods in commercial baking. 
But that, of course, is just lazi- 
ness on our part. The best of- the 
bought breads and cakes and pies 
can never give to us that tempting 
aroma of the home-baked product 
just out of the oven; nor do they 
have quite the thrill of the suc- 
cessful baking of our own. 
Now that it’s cool and comfort- 
able indoors—even more so with 
the oven going—suppose we get 
back to the good old custom of at 
least once-a-week baking, and de- 
light the family with some purely 
home-made specialties. I have in 
mind the most delicious recipe for 
Apple Fladen—something you'll 
not find in any bake shop and a 
dessert that every member of the 
family will hail with delight. 
Apple Fiaden. 
1-2 pound sweet butter 
4 cups sifted flour

butter into the flour, which has 
been sifted with the powdered 
sugar and salt. To the sour cream 
add the yolks of eggs which have 
been slightly beaten and mix with 
the flour mixture. Cover and let 
stand in the refrigerator for one- 
half hour.

Drop by spoonfuls on a but- 
tered sheet and bake for 10 to 15 
minutes in a slow oven (350 de- 
grees F.).

FOR SKILL WITH EGGS 
KNOW THESE POINTS 

Eggs to be beatem should be 
fresh and cold. A few grains of 
salt added to the whites may has- 
tén the process of beating: In 
preparing the whites for beating 
be careful to have them free from 
any of the yolk. If a close tex- 
ture or stiffly beaten whites is 
desired use a rotary beater. But 
if a loose texture is desired, as 
for meringues, then beat the white 
with a flat whisk. Eggs for thick- 
ening should be beaten only un- 
til whites and yolks are well 
mixed or until a spoonful of the 
mixture can be taken up and held 
on the spoon. 

When eggs are used for leaven- 
ing—or when eggs are added to 
insure‘ lightness—the ,olks and 
whites must be beaten separately. 
The yolks are beaten until thick 


and lemon-colored and the whites 
are beaten until stiff, as for sponge 
cake. 

For a truly creamy texture such 
as for mayonnaise only the yolks 
of the eggs are used, The more 
delicate custards are made with 
just the yolks, but lovely custards 
may be made by using both yolks 
and whites.

BAKED POTATOES EASY 


TO EAT AND SERVE 

The nicest way to handle a 
baked potato-that comes with its 
jacket intact is to cut it part way 
through with the knife, scoring it 
lengthwise, then gently pry the 
halves open, add seasoning and 
butter and eat the hot potato 
from the shell. 

The nicest way to.serve a baked 
potato, however, is to have it cut 
before sending it to the ‘table. 
Using a sharp knife, cut a slash 
across the potato and one length- 
wise; press the potdto with the 
fingers to loosen it-slightly and 
open up the cut section. Drop in 
a big lump of butter, add papri- 
ka and serve. 


There is no rule against scoop- 
ing out the meat of the potato and 
mashing it slightly on the plate, so 
that, butter and a little gravy may 
be added. It is not such a neat 
operation, however, as either of 
the two first suggested. 

By all means eat or all of 
the skin of a well-baked potato. 
It is healthful and very tasty, too. 
Cut the skin in small pieces, add 
a little butter and salt and eat as 
though it were eggplant or some 


other vegetable. 


Making Roasts More Tasty 


Different Kind of Meats Call for Different Sea- 
soning and Garnishing,

Beef may be considered as per- 
fectly roasted when it is cooked 
to that point “of tender juiciness 
which is best liked by the indi- 
vidual, whether it be rare, medium 
or well-done. The roast of pork 
or veal should be cooked until 
there is no trace of rareness, but 
not until the meat is dry. and 
hardened, as many seem to think 
it must be in order to be “well 
done.”

In addi- 
tion to their table appearance there 
is always the angle of a Halloween 
party role when they are bobbed 
for in the traditional tub of water. 

A good desert is German apple 
cake. Apple croquettes are fine to 
serve as a garnish for roast goose. 
Apple sauce with hot biscuits and 
a glass of milk are good for school 
children. For those who desire 
highly seasoned foods, baked ap- 
ples, creole style are very popu- 
lar.

1-4 teaspoonful of white Peppers 
}1<2 cup of cracker crumbs, 

half a cup of cold water over the 
oysters; examine one by one, and 
remove any bits of shell, but re- 
tain all the oyster crabs, which 
are considered a delicacy. Heat 
the liquor to the boiling point, 
strain through a piece of cheese- 
cloth and return to the fire with 
the oysters; let heat quickly. When 
the oysters look plump and the 
gills begin to curl, skim out and 
put into the tureen with the scald- 
ed milk, butter, pepper, salt and 
cracker crumbs; strain in oyster 
liquor, mix thoroughly and serve 
with a plate of crackers, 


Oyster pie is made as follows: 
Cover an inverted shallow bak- 
ing dish, holding about a quart, 
with chilled puff paste rolled to 
the thickness of one-fourth of an 
inch; prick with fork, t it may 
rise cvenly in baking. Slide onto 
a baking-sheet, to keen the edge 
from the bottom of the oven, and 
bake about 25 minutes. Cut out a 
cover one-fourth an inch thick, a 
little larger than the top of the 
dish, as it will shrink in baking, 
prick and ornament with pieces of 
pastry if desired. Place on a bak- 
ing sheet, chill, then bake about 
25 minutes. Remove the paste 
from the baking dish and set in 
place on the serving lish. Fill 
with a quart of drained oysters 
that have been cut in halves, stir- 
red into a cup of hot cream sauce 
and simmered five minutes, or un- 
til thoroughly heated but no long- 
er. The sauce will not season the 
oysters sufficiently, and addition- 
al salt and pepper will be needed. 

Scalloped oysters: One quart 
of oysters, 1-2 cup of melted but- 
ter, 1 cup of cracker crumbs, 1 
cup of bread crumbs and salt and 
pepper. Stir the bread and crack- 
er crumbs into the butter; sprin- 
kle the bottom of a buttered bak- 
ing dish with crumbs, then plage 
on these, a layer of cleaned oys- 
ters and dust with salt and pep- 
per. Add, alternately, two more 
layers of oysters and crumbs and 
bake in a hot oven 15 or 20 min- 
utes. Garnish with toast points 
and parsley and serve at once. Se- 
lect a shallow dish for scalloped 
oysters, as long cooking injures an 
oyster. =

Succotash. 
Succotash: Scrape, wash and 
score in quarter-jnch slices a 
quarter of a pound of salt pork. 
Cover with boiling water and let 
simmer five or aly hours, or until 
nearly tender. dd one pint of 
fresh-shelled lima beans and more 
water, if needed. When the beans 
become tender, add one pint of 
sweet corn pulp. Cook about 15 
minutes and add two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, or a little sweet 
corn, and salt if needed. Pour the 
succotash into the serving dish, 
slice the pork in the scorings and 
serve at once. 

This dish is particularly good 
prepared with drie@ beans and 
either dried or canned corn. If 
dried vegetables be used, let soak 
overnight in cold water. To re- 
move the pulp from the ears of 
corn without the hull, with a 
sharp knife cut down through the 
center of each row of kernels, 
then with the back of the knife 
press out the pulp, leaving the 
hull on the cob. For a change, 
add a cup of reduced tomato pulp, 
seasoning accordingly; or an onion 
may be cooked with the beans and
